Pictured here is an architects’ sketch of the proposed New Saginaw. When funds 
are available, it will be built on an 82-acre tract in southeast Saginaw, to the 
rear of the fairgrounds, the structure facing north on Webber. 


Basic construction of the building is 22’ x 15’, with the exception of the 
auditorium and study libraries. Wings are built so as to receive the best all- 
year-around light exposure. The building will be of three-hour fire resistant con- 
struction, with a fire exit within 100 feet throughout. Boasting an immediate 
pupil capacity of 1,800 and a maximum of 2,400, the structure also is designed 
for necessary expansion in case of future plans for thirteenth and fourteenth 
grades.

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Engineer and diplomat, railroad expert and 
power in the commercial affairs of Nations— 
William Lee Cooper, who graduated from Saginaw 
High school and the University of Michigan to 
commence a career still attaining its zenith, was 
named the eighth "Distinguished Alumnus" of 
Saginaw High at annual ceremonies at the City 
auditorium, May 23, 1946. 

А graduate of the class of 1895, Cooper came 
from London, England, to participate in the cere- 
monies featured by the unveiling of his portrait 
before the assembled students of the school and 
their invited guests. Now president of Robert W. 
Hunt & Co., the firm with which he began his 
engineering work in 1902, Cooper's career has 
included outstanding service as U. S. commercial 
attache in London, director of the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce in Washington D. C., 
and directing head of the largest foreign trade 
promotion bureau maintained by the Nation. 


After joining the Hunt firm in 1902, Mr. 
Cooper was appointed its European manager and 
principal engineer, a position he held until 1917. 
His work consisted of inspecting and testing large 
quantities of steel in all forms for American, Cana-

While іп London 
he supervised fabrication and erection of steelwork for many buildings, 
including stations and power plants for the London underground, the Savoy, 
Ritz, and Waldorf hotels. 


. From 1914 to 1917 he supervised testing of materials and construction 
of the greater part of the rolling stock ordered in the United States and 
Canada by the French government for vast movement of supplies and 
troops in World War 1. 


In 1918 he formed a partnership with R. S. McCartner which lasted 
until 1926, when the then Secretary of Commerce, Herbert Hoover, recog- 
nized his background and training, designated Cooper as U. S. commercial 
attache at the Court of St. James, in London. His office became the meeting 
place of the world's business leaders. 


Three years later he became director of the commerce department's 
bureau of foreign and domestic commerce and secretary of the inter- 
American high commission. In these positions he did much to foster and 
abet foreign trade. 


In 1933 he became president of R. W. Hunt & Co., the position he 
now holds.

"The staff is to be congratulated for its success and service," praised Critic Judge Laurence Campbell of Syracuse 
university, as the LANTERN, under Editor-in-Chief Margaret Bethune and Business Manager Margaret Young, became 
one of 50 winners among 50,000 competing newspapers. "High standards of journalism are evident in policies, con- 
tent, and make-up. It is an indispensable asset and is excellent as an all-round medium for ads, news, opinion, and 


features."

After an unusually successful financial year, the Senior Class of 1920 decided to turn over $250 to the Alumni 
Association trustees, to serve as the nucleus of a fund to be designated as the "Alumni Scholarship." Subsequent 
profits from football games, plays, and the yearbook were added to the fund until April, 1935; then, by court action, 
the United Advisory Scholarship commission came into permanent possession of the money, with instructions to make 
awards exclusively to East Side High school graduates. 


Today, Alumni Scholarship winners are selected jointly upon the recommendation of the faculty and the United 
Advisory Scholarship commission. Character, scholastic standing, participation and achievement in various recog- 
nized school activities, quality of leadership, regard for authority, evidence of future public spirit, sense of service, 
all elements which make for a thorough and constructive American citizen, comprise the basis of selection. Scholar- 
ships are awarded only as funds are available.

Counseling in the Eleventh Grade is handled through weekly group meetings in the Home Room or through 
individual conferences with the pupil. While all counseling deals with character development, the main stress in 
this grade is on CONDUCT and BEHAVIOR, emphasizing such characteristics as honesty, dependability, loyalty 
to one's self and to the school, co-operation, courtesy, and good leadership; in fact, all characteristics that would 


be of value in the development of good leadership for the civic community. 
Other important items discussed in these weekly group meetings are: 


“The School Code, ‘Order With Freedom and Courtesy’ ", its true meaning and how each one could apply 
it in his daily life; 


"Ihe Jones Personality Chart" or "The Pupil Profile", with the list of qualities stressed and how these 
affect the future lives of each one; 


"The Personal File", what it contains and how significant it is in the life of each pupil; 
"Camp Minniwanca”, how it operates and how Juniors are selected for it; 


"Wolverine Boys’ State”, its purpose in developing the best in leadership through actual participation 
from a political point of view and how boys are selected for it 


Through individual conferences, a pupil is able to discuss more personal things with the teacher and each gets 


to know the other better. Many difficulties are cleared up through these personal conferences and much good is 
accomplished. 


All conferences, individual or in groups, help the pupil to get a better and broader perspective of the greater 
value of life.

When a Sophomore enters Senior high school, he naturally is confronted by many problems of adjustment: 
adjustment to a new school with customs and traditions new to him, a new routine, and a new course of study. То 
help him in making this adjustment, Saginaw High school has a counseling system. Sophomores are divided into 
home rooms of about thirty students each. To each room a member of the faculty is assigned as advisor. Once 


a week these groups meet to talk over various matters of concern to Sophomores. The material to be discussed in 


these weekly meetings is outlined by the grade counselor. 


Three objectives are emphasized in the counseling material: first, the development of good school citizenship 
and morale; second, instruction about school routine and the multiplicity of matters Sophomores have to learn about 
their new school and their part in it; and third, guidance in choosing a course of study adapted to each student's 


ability and future plans. 


In addition to these weekly discussions, each Sophomore has an individual, often several, conferences, with 
his advisor in order to plan, completely and in detail, the subjects he will take in each of the six semesters of his 
high school course. Though later changes may be necessary, every student, in his Sophomore year, fills out this Plan 
of Work. 


Usually the same advisor remains with his group for at least two years. When problems arise, it is the advisor 


who should first be consulted by parents or teachers.
